$60,000 in Dust Down. 


The Otter returned from Fort Simpson and 
Bkeena +. With 230 passengers from 
the latter place. She left Victoria om the 8th 
November, and called at the following places 
on the way up: Nanaimo, Comox, Alert Bay, 
Fort Rupert, Bella Bella, Port Essington, 
Woodcock’s Lauding, Metlakathla, and Fort 
Simpson. Z 

She left Fort Simpson on the way down on 
Thursday the 16th, stopped off Metlakathla 
fur the Ven> Afchdeatol® Woods and’ Mrs. 
Tomlinson, and proceeded to Port Essington, 
where 129 passengers were taken on board. 
Left same afternoon and arrived at Woodcock's 
Landing in the evening; received 101 more 
passengers, and left for Victoria at 8 o'clock 
the same evening, calling at Bella Bella, Fort 


‘| Rupert and Alert Bay. 


There wére-about 60 mén at’ Woodcock’s 
Landing, whom the Otter was obliged to 
leave for want of accommodation, and about 
40.0n the way down the river, among whom 
was Judge O'Reilly. The Otter will retura 
immediately for them. 

The weather bad been very severe at Skee- 
na,and as there was a great deal of ice in the 
river it was feared that unless a change soon 
set in the men would find great difficulty iv 
getting down. Most of them started from the 
Forks with bat three or four days’ provisions, 
so a subscription was raised among the store- 
keepers and miners, and a canoe loaded-with 
supplies dispatched to meet them. 

FURTHER ABOUT THE BYZANTIUM, 

It. appears that the Byzantium, after having 
been abandoned by her crew, did not go down 
as was supposed. She floated off on the next 
tide, when the Indians slipped her cables, 
took her away out of the sight of passing. 
vessels, and after stripping her of everything 
valuable, left her, and she had not been seen 
since. 

The Otter was anchored in company with 
H. M. 8. Sparrowhawk in Safety Cove, on 
the night of the 18th. Saw the schooner rav- 
oriteat anchor at Newitti. Very bad weather 
was experienced all the. way down—strong 
south-east winds with heavy rain and snow,

Gerinansen to the Forks of Skeena, and the 
snow was about’two leet deep on each of the 
trat's. 

Wright's Meamer was laid up at Twomley 
Lake. Provisions. except flour and tea, were 
shert at Tatla; the Babioe stores were we! 
supplied. 

INDIAN TROUBLE, 

At the Forks, the canoes which were lefi 
there in the spring. were found missing, on 
the return .of, the owners from the mines. 
After remaining there 2} days (some being 
there for two weeks), one party found their 
canoe in the hands of Indians, who wanted 
to sell it to them again, their excuse being, 
others of the natives would have stolen it, 
bad they not taken it. The paddles were de- 
manded as a recompense for taking care of 
the canoe, and tue Indians refused to give 
them up,,saying they would see before giv- 
ing them up, aud <breatened to shoot any one 
who ‘would take them from them. The 
owners in the meantime took the canoe and 
started down the river, leaving the paddles 
bebind. As soon as they were well out iuto 
the current, some four or five hundred yards 
away, & musket ball was fired after them by 
one of the Indians, and striking the water. 
within a few feet .of the canoe. As there 
were no police or pthers in authority near at 
hand, it was deemed useless to attempt the 
arrest of the siwash, and so the party con- 
tinued their course down the river. 

The mining news is somewhat flattering; a 
few. mea will winter on Mansen and on Ger- 
mansen—perbaps 150 or 200 will remaia io 
the mines during the closed season.

Etland entered oug \bay, at, noon yesterday, 
attended by*the revenue cutter Northerner. 
On approaching the American, squadron a 
the Horse Shoe, she fired a national salute o 
21 guns, which was responded to by the 
Congress, Severn, Iroquois, and James. 
Each vessel dipped colors: us she passed.to 
her anchorage. The Grand Duke appeared 
on deck and bowed repeatedly to the salutes 
ot American officers. Admiral Rowan was 
received with all the honors, on the Etland. 

The frigate met with a severe storm off 
Hatteras, which lasted until Friday night, 
when an observation showed ber thirty miles 
off Cape May. A pilot was taken on board 
at3p. m.-on Saturday, off Bangate. The 
vessel received no damage, and did net ship 
8 sea. 

The Prince was dressed in the simple uni- 
form of .a Lieutenant; be is ta!l, strongly 
built, and ‘bas the air of a General ; basa 
clear complexion, light hair and whiskers, 
aod blue eyes. He speaks English perfectly 
and fluently, but appears to prefer Frerich.
